With Big Voice 
Profile Of a Pixie

Betty Rhodes is a powerful 
voice box packaged in five 
feet and 99 pounds. 
Now, she should go beyond 
that “on the brink of star­ 
dom” 
label 
some 
critics 
have given her. for she’s 
singing to an elite audience 
at the Plaze Hotel’s Persian 
Room. 
She 
ruefully 
recalls, 
though, that for the Plaza 
debut she was up against a 
couple of heavyw eights— 
Muhammad Ali, who weighs 
223 pounds or thereabouts, 
and Diana Ross, poundage 
not mattering, but a super 
singing star. 
All three were competing 
for audiences in one evening. 
Miss Rhodes opened at the 
P laza, Ali defended his 
heavyw eight 
title 
in 
Cleveland before a North 
Am erican closed circuit 
television audience, and 
Miss Ross, who’s reported 
making $250,000 a week at 
the Westchester Premiere 


Theater, in Tarrytown, N.Y. 
Miss 
Rhodes, originally 
from Tacoma, Wash., was 
philosophical 
about 
the 
whole thing. 
“ We had a 
nearly full house at the 
Plaza,” she said. 
She also accepts with good 
humor the “ brink of star­ 
dom’’ thing critics have her 
carrying around. 
“ I’ve read it from Los 
Angeles to Chicago to Puerto 
Rico to Australia,” she said. 
“ Anyway, they refer to me 
as an artist, not a per­ 
former.” 
The places she named are 
but a few that indicate how 
consistently busy the wee 
warbler (size three dress) 
has been in the “ IO or 12 
years’ she’s been singing. 
She’s 
done 
one-night 
stands at conventions and 
long runs in the new style 
clubs where informality is 
the 
rule. 
Her 
current 
engagement 
is 
something 
like whipped cream on the 
pie—’’It is one of the last 
elegant 
rooms left,” 
she 
said. 


It’s also a long way from 
her original plan to be a 
violinist. Her parents, now 
deceased, were enamored of 
music from Depression days 
when radio offered the 
major home entertainment. 
She started 
violin, 
but 
dropped the lessons after the 
fam ily 
moved 
to 
Los 
Angeles. 
She 
also 
has 
m arried—at the age of 15. 
The marriage broke up but 
from it came daughter Jan, 
now 22. and living 
“ the 
outdoor life” near Ithica, 
N.Y. 
“ I’ve always wanted to be 
the best at whatever I was 
doing,” she said of the violin. 
“ I was never going to be a 
great violinist, although I 
can tell you one thing, if 
you’ve studied it, y<^u never 
had a pitch problem.'’ 
Instead, the artist enrolled 
at the University of Southern 
California, studying 
voice 
and getting 
a degree in 
theater.

Shows with Jack Brei, the 
French entertainer, started 
her on the club circuit. Miss 
Rhodes

ZAPATA. Tex. (UPI) - 
Rain. Blessed rain. 
Cattlemen’s backs were 
against the wall after the 
death of hundreds of animals 
and the driest months of the 
year. July and August, were 
approaching 
with 
tem ­ 
peratures blazing up to 105. 
Then, just as suddenly and 
unexpectedly as when it quit 
raining in Zapata County 20 
months ago. the skies opened 
and dropped nearly a dozen 
inches of rain on the sun- 
parched mesquite, huisache, 
Spanish dagger and cactus. 
Since May 29 it rained 
during two weeks in Zapata 
County as much as in all of 
1974 and just in the nick of 
time for the county’s major 
industry — ranching —to 
survive 
what 
appeared 
impending disaster had June 
passed with no moisture. 
John L. Ferguson, Texas 
A&M Extension Service pub­ 
licist. put together a lengthy 
news release on the big 
drought in Zapata County, 
working closely with County 
Agriculture Agent Edmundo 
Martinez, telling the plight 
of 
the 
county 
which 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz declared a 
disaster 
area on April 23. 
“ I’d rather have a rain 
than a story anyway,” a 
reporter told Martinez. 
“ M y se lf,’ ’ 
M artin ez 
gleefully agreed. 
Last year’s total rainfall in 
Zapata 
County 
was 
11*2 
inches, compared with an 
average of 18 and 34 soaking 
inches during 1973. 
“ And most of that was in 
the form of showers which 
only settled the dust and 
provided very little runoff 
for our dry stock tanks,” 
Martinez said. 
One rancher last month 
kicked up dust in the bottom 
of a tank that had never been 
dry since it was dug in 1932. 
Some said it was the worst 
drought 
in 
at 
least 
two 
decades. 
At the Ramirez Cattle Co., 
a 931-acre spread on the 


county’s future. 
“ Nearly IO per cent of our 
ranching accounts have 
decided liquidation is the 
only solution,” he said. 
But 
he said 
the rains 
washed away the pessimism 
and long faces were replaced 
by big smiles this past week 
“ It’s just like living in 
another town.’ ’ R am irez 
said. 
Martinez said during the 
long 
drought 
Zapata 
County’s cow population 
dropped from 54.000 head in 
January, 1974. to 34,000 and 
he feared it would dip to 
20.000 had the rains not 
come. 
The agriculture agent es­ 
timated the drought killed at 
least 5,100 head of cattle 
since it virtually stopped 
raining in October, 1973. 
Ramirez said the drought 
would have been even worse 
had it not been for seeding of 
drought-resistant 
buffel 
g ra ss, m ore and better 
windmills and stock tanks 
and im proved soil 
con­ 
servation practices 
“ If this kind of dry spell 
had hit us in the 60s. there 
wouldn’t be a dozen cows left 
in the county by now.” the 
banker said. 
M artinez 
sm iled 
and 


predicted there has been 
“ enough moisture to carry 
us into the fall.” 
“ I would venture to say 
most of our stock tanks are 
back to where they have 
water, maybe not to full 


capacity,” Martinez said. 
“ It pretty well saturated the 
ground and it should carry 
us through until late August 
and September, which is 
usually 
another 
rainy 
period.”

specimens and produced a 
technically hybrid bee —but 
one just as fierce as the 
African strain. 
The new strain, known as 
the “ Brazilian bee” but still 
referred to as the African 
bee, 
rap idly 
m ultiplied 
throughout the country. 
According to Kerr, what 
makes the bees so dangerous 
is not their venom - no more 
potent than other specimens 
— but the fact they are 
among the most 
irritable 
bees known to man and they 


attack in huge numbers. 
A study, prepared by the 
Agriculture Ministry, shows 
that, once provoked, an 
African 
bee will 
sting 
a 
person or animal an average 
of 60 times per minute in a 
nonstop attack that can last 
up to two hours. Several 
thousand African bees will 
pursue a victim for at least 
35ttfWfet from their nest. 
’ ftiree hundred stings from 
an African bee are sufficient 
to kill a human being. 
The study says the bees go 
for the victim’s neck and 
face, killing him either by

governm ent 
staff 
are 
working long hours to get 
through 
the 
m assive 
paperwork 
needed 
to 
process and resettle more 
than 130,000 Indochinese 
refugees. 
Church World Service, one

arrivals, has committed 
itself to finding American 
sponsors for 250 Cambodians 
and 10,000 Vietnamese. So 
far,

estim ated 
400 


sponsorships have been 
confirmed which may take 
care of as many as 2,000 
men, women and children. 
The CWS sponsors as 
mostly churches who will 
find living quarters and jobs 
for 
the 
refugees, 
and 
befriend them as they make 
the difficult transition to 
American life. Great effort 
is made to match up each 
family’s aspirations, needs 
and vocational skills with 
a p p r o p r i a t e 
s p o n ­ 
sorships. 


Church World Sponsoring Many 


Since many Vietnamese 
families may include aunts, 
uncles and their children, as

as 
grandparents, 
several churches in one 
community will often join 
together to help one family. 
Matching Just Started 
In most instances the 
process of matching is just 
getting underway. 
“ The situation is un­ 


precedented,” declared an

CWS 
Immigration and Refugee 
Program, referring to the 
rapid influx of tens of 
thousands of people. “ Many 
of the bureaucratic tangles 
are only beginning to be

To Bible Society 
Area Munster Speaks 


The Rev. Mary Louise 
Rowand, 
an 
ordained 
minister of the Christian 
Church (Disciples of Christ) 
and wife of the Rev. E.C. 
Rowand Jr., pastor of the 
Central Christian Church of 
Dallas, was the principal 
speaker at the recent 159th 
annual 
m eeting 
of 
the 
American Bible Society in 
New York City. 
Mrs. 
Rowand, a noted 
public speaker and leader of 
church women, is an active 
volunteer for the American 
Bible Society, promoting the 
distribution of Scriptures 
wherever she goes. 
In her 
address, 
Mrs. 
Rowand described how she 
became caught up in the 
enthusiasm of Bible Society 
volunteers. 
“ It’s not an organization, 
it’s a movement,” she said. 
It permits people to “im­ 
plement the purpose and 
concern of the Bible cause at 
their own pace, within the 
framework of what they are 
already doing. I went un­ 
willing 
when 
Elizabeth 
Newcomer came to Dallas in 
1965 to recruit volunteers for 
the Bible Society. I went 
resenting every minute of 
time it required to go over 
there and sit down with that 
woman in.4#me hotel room. 


But just the right one had 
asked me, and I couldn’t 
refuse. 
“You go thinking you can 
add nothing else to your 
days,” Mrs. Rowand added. 
“ You’ve already got 
a 
million women in your care. 
You’re living in airports and 
hotel lobbies and convention 
halls. But you discover that 
God’s arthmetic is not like 
yours. 
“He adds and multiplies 
and it’s incredible,” 
she 
continued. “He catches you 
and pretty soon you're going 
to the same meetings as 
before, doing the sam e 
things, but now you’ve got 
great big stacks of stuff 
under your arms: 
‘Good 
News for Modern M an,’ 
display things, exhibits, and 
all the rest. Ten thousand of 
us across the country are 
doing this.” 
Describing the variety of 
locations 
where 
Bible 
Society volunteers have 
made Scriptures available, 
Mrs. Rowand noted: “You 
find them in the dumbest 
places imaginable. You go 
down to help a kid at the 
county jail and there in the 
sheriff’s office is a stand 
with all these Scripture 
Courtesy Center things on it 
. Over in the Dallas-Fort 


Worth Airport, right beside 
the dirty book stand, is a 
great big stack of ‘Good 
News for Modern M an.’ 
Sometimes an unsuspecting 
soul thinks it’s a new form of 
pornography . . . You go to 
Florida, turn on the TV in 
your motel room, and there’s 
somebody reading the New 
Testament 
in 
Today’s 
English Version.” 


The Bible Society’s annual 
meeting marked the 140th 


anniversary of the first 
Scriptures for the blind 
created by the Society in 
1835. Today, the American 
Bible Society 
publishes 
Scriptures in Braille. 
The 
American 
Bible 
Society, founded in 1816, is a 
non-profit, 
non-denomina- 
tional organization 
whose 
sole purpose is the tran­ 
slation, publication 
and 
distribution of the Holy 
Scriptures, without doctrinal 
note or 
comment. 


government security checks 
which have slowed the 
process of resettlement to a 
trickle while refugees have 
continued to pour into the 
camps at the rate of more 
than one hundred a day. 
Since early May when 
Camp Pendleton’s “ tent 
city” filled to its capacity of 
18,000. three more camps 
have 
been 
opened 
in 
A rkansas, 
Florida 
and 
Pennsylvania. Their com­ 
bined population is currently 
about 46,000. 
Some 60,000 are still in 
Guam and other Western 
Pacific camps. While some 
of these may end up in other 
countries, most will soon be 
crowding into the 
U.S. 
camps and there are con­ 
tingency plans to open up 
one or two more camps if it 
becomes necessary. 
Flow Increasing 
However, the flow of 
refugees 
out 
from 
the 
military bases which have 
served as their temporary 
homes, 
and 
into 
com­ 
munities across the country, 
is increasing as security 
checks and processing have 
speeded up. Hundreds are 
leaving each day to join their 
sponsors and begin new 


lives. Most of them have 
marketable skins and at 
least some command of 
English. 


A few are fisherm en, 
farmers, or laborers with 
little 
English. 
Reports 
suggest that many more of 
those still in the camps 
overseas fit this description. 


Most have declared their 
willingness 
“ to 
do 
anything.” However, the 
voluntary agencies are being 
careful to make certain that 


they do not end up doing 
menial 
labor for 
slave 
wages. One CWS staffer, for 
example, received an offer 
of sponsorship from a doctor 
who wanted a cheap “live- 
in” maid. About 18,000 offers 
have been received 
by 
voluntary agencies, but only 
one out of five actually 
works out. 


No Threat Seen 
It is becoming apparent to 
most Americans that the 
refugees do not represent a 
serious threat to the already 
depressed U.S. job market 
since no area will receive 
any great number and since 


most are dependent women 
and children, not jobseekers. 
However, while American 
fears of the refugees have 
been quieted, the voluntary 
agencies worry that as their 
plight becomes yesterday’s 
n?ws, offers of sponsorship 
will decrease dramatically. 
Many families may have to 
remain in the camps for as 
long as six months to a year 
But the chief emphasis 
remains on finding local 
congregations 
who 
will 
assist the refugees and 
provide a 
community 
of 
fellowship as they struggle 
to become part of America 
and America’s future.

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REV. MARY LOUISE ROWAND 
Criswell Calls 
For Repentance 


W A. Criswell called for 
cries 
of 
repentance'' 
hroughout America and 
aid file future of the nation 
‘will 
be 
found in 
our 
willingness to repent of our 
ins and to follow the way of 
ife everlasting.” 
In an address prepared for 
he final afternoon session of 
he Southern Baptist Con­ 
vention, the pastor of Dallas’ 
First church and former 
convention president 
said 
“God has no other plan” 
than for the nation to be won 
to Him. 
Criswell’s text opened with 
declarations that 
God s 
judgment is more to be 
feared than China or Russia. 
He added that America 
had no priority for God s 
mercy since its cities had the 
world’s highest crime rate. 
the greatest divorce rate and 
in other ways ignore God s 
teachings. 
“There is no security in 
our armed might,” he said, 
nor in peace pacts. “We do 
not stop the judgments of 


Cod upon sin by armaments 
and treaties. Our ultimate 
deliverance lies in the an­ 
swer of God to the cries of 
repentance by His people.” 
Criswell continued: 
“However strong we are, 
we live or die according to 
God’s final word. Assyria 
was strong but Assyria died 
The 
Greek 
Em pire 
of 
Alexander was strong but it 
died. The ancient Rome of 
the Caesars was strong but it 
died. 
“ It is only when God keeps 
a nation that a nation has 
enduring life.” 
He said. “Our hope lies in 
God. Our hope lies in the 
obedience of our people to 
the will of our Heavenly 
Father. If we reject Him, He 
will reject us. The ultimate 
answer to the question 
whether we live or die as a 
nation will be found in our 
willingness to repent of our 
sins and to follow the life 
everlasting.” 
Criswell’s address was one 
of the major addresses of the 
week.
